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Many of us have been “backed up face to face” 
with propositions Avhich have proved bewildering in 
the extreme and have extended every 
The available faculty with the throttle of en- 
Preemie ergy wide open that we might get a 
stranele hold on that reserve power which 
is certain to crop up when necessity demands. Neces- 
sity has paved the path to innumerable creations by the 
master mind and without it our people of this pros- 
pering century would be neighbors to the subjects of 
Henry VIII. The expression “backed up face to face,” 
though a seeming absurdity is logical. Were we ap- 
proaching our problem “face front” both our eye sight 
and foresight would be called into play. In many in- 
stances this is not the case. Oftimes we are knee 
deep in the mire by taking only a single step and 
those difficulties which are placed in our way bring 
with their appearance the necessity for almost super- 
human ingenuity. Their arrival is announced only by 
an instantaneous combustion. It is more as if we 
were walking backwards and suddenly, without warn- 
ing, hurled about face to face with a stone wall 
opposition. 

The advertiser who is able to meet the obstruc- 
tion with unflinching persistency reaches that goal 
which only the few can approach. ,In many cases 
“the few” do not dig down to the seat of the trouble. 
The copy is either poor or placed to be run in a pub- 
lication that could never under any circumstances 
bring the desired results. Ladies lingerie would not 
be advertised in a mining journal. Consider the field 
to be covered and how best it can be reached. It isn’t 
a case of the public’s reading a smattering in black 
and white and of then making a purchase on the basis 
of that foundation for excuse—heredity. If you are 
paying for space, utilize that space by filling it with 
pulling power. Make your efforts worthy of your 
business. A carelessly written advertisement immedi- 
ately conveys to the reader the mental picture of a 
poorly managed store. So too that advertisement 
fails te overshadow its neighbor in the columns—the 
sales producer of the competitor “across the street.” 

The advertiser of today continually bangs into the 
barricades which stand between him and results and 
this barricade cannot be broken through without a 
heavy loss, measured only in dollars and cents. It 
follows then that it is of vital importance that every 
known phase in the copy be analyzed both from a 
psychological and a practical standpoint. Contemplate 
the possibilities of an increased trade and practice 
those principles which have proven of undeniable 
merit. Even after this, loop holes often appear which 


weaken the connection between the advertiser and the 
possible buyer. Purely and simply, it is the old story 
of the “missing link.” Somewhere in the chain of 
publicity there is a broken link that is necessary 
to form a strong connection between advertiser and 
customer and if the desired results are accomplished, 
he who can justly demand a seat in the Club Car 
of Publicity needs must acquire that habit of thor- 
oughness in the preparation of his copy which will 
mend the broken link; not by a mere sticking to- 
gether process, but with a new link; a practical re- 
sult-producing solution. The best results can only 
come from the best producers. An advertisement 
which only states that an article has exceptional 
qualities, is devoid of 90 per cent of that selling pow- 
er which is characteristic of the advertisement ; which 
explains why the article is better than others on the 
market. The reader must be shown how and why he 
is to receive full value. A customer is not ready to 
put good money into an article until he is shown 
how he éan get value received. Then too there is the 
fact that a pleased customer is a satisfied customer. 








Now that the holiday season is on and people are 
buying Christmas gifts, every hardware man should 
impress on his customers the fact that in

Stacks. which are suitable for gifts. It is not 

alone the stores that handle toys or jew- 
elry or books which provide a place where the Christ- 
mas shopper can pass along and view stocks from 
which to select appropriate remembrances for “loved 
ones at home and afar.” 

Remind your customers of the gift possibilities in 
your stock. There are skates and jack-knives for 
boys; there is cutlery for the women; there are shoot- 
ing goods and accessories for men; and if the young 
people of the house want to “chip in’’ and surprise 
the old folks, often they can not do better than to get 
a new stove to warm and gladden the household. 
Sometimes, too, the young folks deliver a grand sur- 
prise by ordering the installation of a furnace to take 
the place of the stoves. 

These, of course, are mere suggestions. Any dealer 
who will do a little headwork is able to think of 
splendid gift possibilities to be brought to the atten 
tion of those who come in his store in the holiday 
period. The show windows and the local newspaper 
advertising from now on until the year end, should 
naturally emphasize articles of worth for presents. 
Some customers are inclined to think that a hardware 
store does not carry goods which convey “the spirit 
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of the mistletoe and holly.” Yet the fact is that few 
stores are so crowded with solid, practical products, 
wonderfully skilled and finished of manufacture, with 
distinct values as tokens of remembrance. 








Inaugurating a profit-sharing scheme is like break- 
ing a horse to the saddle. If he stays on his feet the 
saddle has a pretty good chance of re- 
Making maining where it ought to be, but he may 
Partners of 4 .cide to take a roll. In such a case the 
Employes hee ‘ : 
binding girth is usually broken. The 
same holds true in the workings of the profit-sharing 
scheme. If business is good, employes remain satis- 
fied but even the largest concerns can suffer from 
fluctuations. The firm may have a prosperous year 
but unforseen difficulties arise in the form of neces- 
sary improvements, etc. Quiet periods are bound to 
come and when they do employes usually go to seek 
a more fertile field. With them goes the usual 
tendency to “knock” the firm that failed to bring re- 
turns and the rectitude of the company is often ques- 
tioned. 

In a recent issue we quoted from Ex-President 
Noyes of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association, who spoke on the subject at the Atlantic 
City Convention as follows: 

“I believe that we have not only, as capitalists and 
manufacturers to give a larger share to those who are 
doing the work, but we have to give of ourselves, and 
that is the hardest thing to give.” 

A statement of this nature, if made eight or ten 
years ago would have drawn out a volume of un- 
favorable criticism. But as “time is the teacher” we 
are in this day able to grasp the thought in an appre- 
ciative and complimentary manner. Further on, he 
says: 

“Take an ordinary factory population and this year 
put $25,000 in money on top of their wages and dis- 
tribute among them. You will be lucky if 10 per cent 
of it does any good, you will be lucky if 50 per cent 
does not do harm.” 

In a great many cases manufacturers have found 
that the profit-sharing idea has not been practical. No 
doubt this is the result of inexperience with the meth- 
ods of installing and the lack of a sympathetic under- 
standing with the employes. In a profit-sharing 
scheme that brings employer into this sympathetic 
union the idea that the latter should be treated as the 
“under-dog” must be thrown into discard. A social- 
ism of the highest order makes real partners of the 
two and the result is the reducing to a minimum of 
labor disputes over an increase in wages. 

George W. Perkins in a talk given recently before 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce spoke on co-opera- 
tion between the employer and employe. He said in 
part: 


“The kind of profit-sharing I believe _ in, 
is one which is real and genuine, which permits co- 
operation that is thorough and efficient between em- 
ployer and employe. Today the workers are not strik- 
ing simply for a definite increase of wages: they are 
striking for what they believe to be a fair proportion 
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of the profits of the business in which they are em- 
ployed. 

“This being so, we are passing the line where labor 
disputes can be settled by increase in wages to where 
profit-sharing in some form can be practiced. 

“How can it be practiced effectively? In our sys- 
tem, of any earnings above the amount of the fixed 
charges a certain per cent is set aside and allowed to 
employes in proportion to the volume of their re- 
spective efforts. Such allotment is not paid out in 
cash to the employes, but is retained in the business for 
a certain period, being entered to the account of the 
individual. 

“In true profit-sharing there is a form of socialism 
of the highest, best, and most ideai sort—a socialism 
that makes real partners of employer and employe, 
and yet preserves the right of private property, pre- 
serves the great asset to any business that comes from 
individual initiative, retains the capitalistic incentive 
to enterprise while giving the worker a new inspira- 
tion for effort, humanizing organizations of men, pro- 
moting good will and industrial peace.” 

So it resolves down to the one fundamental, as put 
by Mr. Noyes, “You have to give of yourself as well 
as cold cash to really get to the heart of the worker and 
effect the “consummation devoutly to be wished’.” 








While reformers having been going around the 
country for years with the stereotyped cry “eliminate 
the slums,” other reformers, worthy of

louder than words, and today the lead- 
ing American cities can proudly point to housing con- 


ditions incomparable the world over. Still further, 
the playground idea for children has also become an 
actual fact. It is not intended to insinuate that slum- 
dom has been entirely eliminated, but the conditions a 
decade ago have improved one hundred per cent and 
are still continuing to improve. 

Philadelphia is a notable instance of the very excel- 
lent housing conditions prevalent in this country. The 
Quaker City is possessed of more individual homes, 
occupied by owners, than any city in the world. The 
majority of these homes are substantial two and three- 
story dwellings. Then, again, Philadelphia has done 
much to remove the “rooming” plan. Comfortable 
houses, many with six rooms and a bath, with a pri- 
vate yard for the children to play in at extremely 
low rentals are the homes of thousands of the working 
population of that city. These houses, which have a 
rental range of from $13 to $18 per month chiefly 
consist of three bedrooms and a bath on the upper 
floor, a parlor, dining-room and kitchen on the ground 
floor, and a good sized cellar with heating apparatus, 
making the house comfortable in winter. The kitchen 
has its permanent laundries, basin, range and boiler, 
with direct attachment to the city water supply. Many 
of the families, after paying rent for a short while, 
purchase the house they are living in, the price averag- 
ing from $2,000 to $3,000, the location largely deter- 
mining the price. Hundreds of the working classes 
in Philadelphia now own two and three story homes. 
In addition there are ninety public playgrounds for the 
children. Chicago housing conditions have greatly 
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improved during the last ten years and many notorious 
slum parts have vanished and are now occupied by 
well-built houses or business buildings. Chicago has 
a public park system which far surpasses that of any 
city of the country and for all round usefulness any 
park in the world. In a great measure the park sys- 
tems of the various large cities have stimulated the 
good home idea. In summer time everybody flocks 
to the parks—the rich and the poor. The refreshing 
cleanliness of everything in the parks gives a mental 
stimulus to the slum dweller and makes him dissat- 
isfied with unhealthy, uncongenial surroundings. 

It is surprising the large number of workers who, 
not only own nice homes of their own, but one or 
more which they rent to others. While only two cities 
have been mentioned yet the movement for the elim- 
ination of slumdom and the substitution of better hous- 
ing: conditions is a noticeable feature in every big city 
in the Union. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The other day a successful editor remarked that 
the avesage man over 40 was useless to the advance- 
ment of the world, too old to do things, too conserva- 
tive to dare. Youth must have its way, and it was 
the part of wisdom to trust youth’s vigor rather than 
maturity’s counsel. 

There is much to be said on both sides of the ques- 
tion, Says a writer in a western newspaper. One may 
remark that Alexander conquered the world before 
he was 30, but Napoleon was beaten by a man past 40, 
and Jackson was 45 at the Battle of New Orleans. 
The fortunes of the Southern arms were intrusted to 
Robert E. Lee, aged 54, and certainly no one will 
claim that any commander could have done better, 
while the northern armies failed again and again un- 
til Grant, who had turned 40, also turned the scale of 
victories. 

Joan of Arc died at 20, having done her work, but 
Mrs. Eddy was a failure at 50, and afterward founded 
a world’s religion. If Chatterton died at 20 and 
Bryant wrote “Thanatopsis” at 19, and Poe’s genius 
was complete under 4o, still Longfellow published 
“Hiawatha” at 48. Tennyson published “The Idylls” 
at 49, Dante’s “Divine Comedy” appeared at about his 
fiftieth year, and Milton’s “Paradise Lost” close to his 
sixtieth. 

Lincoln was near 50 at the time of the debates with 
Douglas, which can almost be said to have begun his 
career. Peary was 53 when he reached the pole, and 
Columbus was 56 when he sighted the shores of 
America. 


Darwin at 50 barely got into the “Who’s Who” of 
his day, but then came “The Origin of Species” and 
later “The Descent of Man,” of the nineteenth cen- 
turn. Edison was 40 away back in 1887, and it can 
hardly be said that his work has waned since. 


Jefferson was only 33 when he wrote the Declara- 
tion, but certainly be cannot be said to have weakened 
much after 40, while Adams was 41, Morris was 42 
and Franklin was 60 at the signing af the Declaration. 


Washington was 44 at the time. It was the youthful 
Hamilton who was the conservative at the making of 
the constitution, not the elders of the revolution. 

But it is claimed that it is the new things which 
the man of 4o fails to attempt, that, while Shake- 
speare and Wagner did their big things both before 
and after this imaginary “dead line,”’ they were not 
equal to “starting something.” This is only a way of 
saying that a man is apt to build upon the foundation 
he has laid, but yet Du Maurier, a lifelong cartoonist, 
turned author at 60 and wrote “Trilby.” Michael 
Angelo turned his attention to engineering at 55 in 
order to fortify Florence, and at 70 took up a new 
branch of art successfully. 

Of course, in a certain way, the statement of the 
successful editor quoted above is true. The “average 
man” of 40 is capable of doing big and new things, 
but so is the “average man” of 20. The moral is, 
don’t be an average man! But to the man who is 
capable and willing, gifted with ordinary horse sense 
and man grit, he need not settle back because he is 40. 
As a matter of fact, he is just getting able to do 
things. 

The above is quoted, but is the question of age the 
only criterion of efficiency? To those who have been 
at the head of affairs in executive capacity and reflect 
how few employees can stand advancement, those who 
can think ahead and correlate means and men to the 
timely accomplishment of the desired task, age is of 
secondary importance. Some men are old at 40 and 
others at 80 have sempiternal youth and executive and 
creative ability only measured by muscular strength. 

Such men as John Fritz of Bethlehem and Captain 
“Bill” Jones, at any age, were worth dozens of aver- 
age men. 

It is not alone the dreamer who imagines sweet 
dreams to the undoing of action and drifts down the 
river of life toying with the lotus leaves of pleasure 
and the like till the current changes to the dull pools 
shadowing the Asphodels whose name is death. It is 
not those but the common man, whose one year is like 
vhe last, who has worked. all his life but has never ac- 
complished anything—and never will. He is the man 
ori whom the decades rest till the weight of years bury 
him in the limbo of forgetfulness. 

But please do not forget that there are others.

ELECTRIC HEATER PATENTED 





William Dubilier, New York, New York, has se- 
cured United States patent No. 1,079,225 for an elec- 
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tric heater which comprises a flexible element formed 
by a conductor and is bent back and forth into vertical 
sections, threads of insulation interwoven in rows 
with the vertical sections and horizontally extended, 
and ciamping bars disposed between two adjacent 
rows of threads engaging all sections to make a rigid 
support of said element from end to end. A heating 
element comprising a conductor bent into vertically- 
disposed sections, and sag preventing and clamping 
elements in the form of bars engaging opposite sides 


of the element and in combination with a casing in- 
closing the element and bars.

BAKE OVEN PATENTED AND ASSIGNED. 





John Faulds, Oak Park, Illinois, has secured United 
States patent No. 1,078,667 for a bake oven, and has 
assigned one-half to John I. Marshall, Chicago, IlIli- 
nois. In a bake oven of this combination there is a 
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bottomiess rectangular casing, the walls and roof of 
which are constructed from a single rigid slab. The 
roof slab is in chambers and a shelf supporter on the 
wall slabs and detachable, divides the casing chamber 
into two compartments, upper and lower, and con- 
stitutes a hearth. Located below said hearth is a 
cover for a fire box chamber and a flue pipe detach- 
ably connected at opposite ends of the cover and roof 
slab and lead through an opening in the hearth to the 
chamber of the roof slab, connecting the latter with 
the fire box chamber. 
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COOKING STOVE PATENTED AND ASSIGNED. 


\Villiam White, London, England, has secured 
(nited States patent No. 1,079,084 for a cook- 
ifig stove, one-half of which 
he has assigned to Frank Ell- 
son Brown, Sydney, New 
South Wales, Australia. In 
this device there is combined 
with a burner and burner- 
chamber, a deflector plate 
ovér the burner and an oven 
chamber over the deflecting 
plate, the sides of which are 
spaced to give passage for hot gases into the oven 
chamber. An uptake flue communicates with the 
burner chamber and is located on the side walls of the 
oven, while a cold-air downtake is located on the out- 
side of the uptake flue. At the top the oven is per- 
forated to allow a connection with a hot-air chamber 
above the oven. This chamber being so placed as to 
receive the hot gases from the uptake flue. A grill- 
ing drawer is located in the burner chamber and just 
below the burner. _

IRON WEALTH OF MINNESOTA. 








For the year 1912 the total mineral production in 
the state of Minnesota was $66,000,000 which was a 
gain of over $13,000,000 over the preceding year. 
Recent years have been marked by a constantly in- 
creasing output in this state, while today Minnesota 
ranks ninth in all the states in value of its mineral 
production. In a large measure this is due to the great 
wealth and extensive development of iron ores. 

In its output of iron ore Minnesota far outranks all 
other states, and during the last three years it has con- 
tributed both in quantity and value considerably more 
than half of the iron ore produced and marketed in 
the United States, according to Edward W. Parker, 
of the United States Geological Survey. In 1912 the 
total marketed production of iron ore in the United 
States was 57,017,614 long tons, valued at $107,050,- 
153, of which Minnesota contributed 34,249,813 long 
tons, valued at $61,805,017. By far the largest part of 
the iron ore produced in the state is derived from the 
Mesabi iron range, now the most important iron-pro- 
ducing district of the world. The Mesabi is the young- 
est of the great iron ranges; the Cuyuna range, which 
has been developed in the last two or three years, not 
having attained notable prominence at the close of 
1912, in which year its production amounted to 369,- 
739 long tons. The Mesabi range was opened in 1892, 
and yielded a production in that year of less than 30,- 
ooo tons. In 1894 it yielded nearly 2,000,000 tons; in 
1902 it produced over 13,000,000 tons, or nearly half 
of the total output of the Lake Superior iron ore. The 
Mesabi range reached its highest producing point in 
1912, with an output of 32,604,756 long tons. 

Exclusive of the iron ore the value of the mineral 
products of Minnesota in 1912 was $4,867,712. Of 
these less important products the principal items are 
from the quarries and clay pits, which yield products 
of almost equal value. In 1911 the clay products, ex- 
clusive of pottery, were valued at $1,611,040, and the 
stone output at $1,845,746. 

The total value of the mineral products in Minnesota 
in 1912 was $66,672,729, against $53,395,881 in I9QII, 
an increase of $13,276,848.

The size of floor space used in this display was 
forty-eight square feet. In each corner a single step 
was built with wooden stock boxes about eight inches 
high. In the center we had a moving picture display 
of Yale & Towne placed three feet from the floor. In 
front of this another set of two steps of the same 
style boxes led to the floor. 

Over all except the moving picture display we 
draped plum colored velour, tufting same as we went 
along so that it would not have too flat- an appear- 
ance. Along the edges of all steps we ran 3/16 inch 
white cotton awning rope to relieve the velour. 

Our goods consisted of Builders’ Hardware from 
three different manufacturers and all were selected 





I might add that our windows are all paneled with 
solid mahogany of a beautiful shade and are a factor 
with our displays.

(he fundamental principles I use are divided into 
three rules as follows: 

1. Keep the display within the range of the pros- 
pective customer’s eye. 

2. Do not crowd or overload the display. 

3. Use proper material to offset the quality of the 
goods. 

The first rule I often notice is not considered by 
window dressers but it is obvious that the people will 
have a better view of the goods and will more readily 
keep looking if they can stand natural than if they 
have to cringe their necks to see an article. 

Secondly, too many articles in a display distracts 
more than attracts because it is confusing to the eye 
and often hides the good points of another article. 

Thirdly, the proper material for a background is 
very essential. I, personally, have never used colored 
cheese cloth, crepe paper or gaudy painted wooden

fixtures but try to give my displays of fine Builder’s 
Hardware a fit setting as the value of the goods will 
be cheapened in the prospective customer’s eye by 
using. a poor background. 

In conclusion I might, state that proper show cards 
are no small factor and I find that a white card with 
beveled edges and printed in black makes not only a 
distinct card but also a very neat one. I have tried 
numerous kinds, colored, air brushed, etc., but I have 
gone back to black and white for, after all, neat things 
shown neatly speak of refinement and that has the 
most lasting effect.

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CRITICISM ON AMERICAN WINDOW DIS- 
PLAY COMES FROM PARIS. 

A criticism from that nation of art, France, and 

‘oming from no other than the famous M. Robin, 

manager of the Maison Pierre Imans, Paris, should 


be accepted by those who have come to realize the 
value and importance of good window displays as 
valuable matter for the improvement of same. 

M. Robin arrived in New York City recently to 
begin preparations for an elaborate window display 
for a large firm of that city. While the display is to 
be of ladies wearing apparel, his comment includes 
many pointers that may be applied in the hardware 
line. 

“The chief fault I find with the New York window 
dressers,” he said, “is that they crowd their displays 
too much. This is true of all but a few stores. In 
many cases the displays appear too stiff. Less of the 
formal wood background and a more general use of 
scenic effects would enhance greatly the value of many 
of the displays. I use scenic backgrounds whenever it 
is possible, and advocate also the use of floor cover- 
ings. Ceilings over displays complete them to a con- 
siderable extent and also equalize the lighting. This is 
one point on which the Paris stores are better. Their 
window lighting brings out the merchandise in a way 
that is hardly possible here. The windows themselves 
are well designed, however, and offer many opportuni- 
ties for excellent displays.”

PATENT GRANTED FOR SCREEN DOOR. 

Mary Bowers, Angora, Nebraska, has secured 
United States patent No. 1,078,483 for a screen door, 
comprising a frame including iden- 
tical side bars grooved throughout 
their length and each having in- 
wardly extending flanges, end bars 
being interposed between the side 
bars and having their ends over- 
lying the flanges of the side bar, the 
end bars having grooves formed 
therein and arranged longitudinally 
thereof and terminating within the 
flariges of the side bars. A single 
strip of foraminious material over- 
lies the frame, having portions ex- 
tending into the grooves of the side 
and end bar.

seats disposed upon opposite sides and parallel with 
one of the said grooves and a block which is movable 
toward and from the member and provided with an 
opening with bevelel side walls. A slot extends into 
the block and there is a punch which may be moved 
through the block and is made to fit the opening 
therein and in its free end has a concave seat. An 
anvil extends down normally into the slot of the block 
which has slotted end and is capable of being raised 
when the punch moves in the block. In the die-re- 
ceiving member provision is made for transverse wire 
grooves and concave die-seats paired parallel with 
one of the grooves and means for passing the bodies 
of strands and stay wires in front of and across the 
grooves of the member.

William Corry. 

When death creeps silently over the threshold of a 
noble and well spent life and takes from our midst 
one whose personality and character have radiated 
nothing but cheer and good will, we are filled with 
a solemn reverence and fail to grasp the significance 
of it all. 

In the announcement of the death of William Corry, 
kindly recollections will be awakened in the stove 
trade. Mr. Corry passed away at his home in Douglas- 
ton, New York, on November 13th, and one so high- 
ly esteemed in the trade as well as out of it, rightly de- 
serves the distinction of being “the grand old man of 
the steve industry.” His efforts in improving trade 
conditions were supreme efforts.

On the outbreak 
of the war, he joined the army and again proved his 
worth as a fighter for the cause. When the war closed 
Mr. Corry was again found in the stove industry, be- 
ing connected with the Union Stove Works and after- 
wards with the present Southard-Robertson Company. 
He remained with this firm until he retired from the 
stove business a few years later. He was distinctively, 
4 man among men and one of the noblest and most sin- 
ere characters in his chosen field. Funeral services 
were held at his home on Sunday afternoon, Novem- 
ber 16th.

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SELLING GOODS ON THE ROAD.

“And when you've done all that, you’ve got to have 
the courage to act on the knowledge. Don’t believe 
that there’s no chance to be a hero in this game. None 
of the drums and trumpets and charge bay’nets sort 
of stuff, but something harder to get away with than 
that. Something that nobody is standing round to 
cheer you for, and give you a decent burial and say 
that you were good to your poor old mother if you 
go down. You may go along weeks or months, or 
perhaps years, smoothly enough, with just the ordi- 
nary give and take, winning and losing in the day’s 
work. Then something will break loose on you that 
will take all the grit you’ve got. * * * Any of 
you know old Hanscom?”

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THE REHEATING OF AIR NOT HEALTHFUL 


Warm air, to be fit for respiration, must not con 
tinually be heated over and over. An adequate supply 
of fresh air from the outside of a building and heated 
only once before it enters a living or working room is 
essential to good health. The Danville Stove and 
Manufacturing Company, of Danville, Pennsylvania, 
manufacturers of Beaver Warm Air Furnaces, claim 
their furnaces to be so constructed as to use fresh 
air only and heated just once.

UNIVERSITY EXPERT SAYS MORE MOIST AIR 
IS NEEDED IN LIVING ROOMS. 








“Too often we do not supply our living rooms with 
a sufficient amount of moisture to safeguard our 
health properly,” says Laura M. Stewart, instructor in 
home economics in the University of Wisconsin. 

“One reason for so much throat and nose trouble 
during the winter months is that the mucous lining is 
deprived of its necessary moisture, making it less re- 
sistant to germs. This lack of moisture also causes the 
furniture to crack and spread at the joints.” 

The housewife may have the air sufficiently moist 
by keeping a small basin of water on the back of the 
stove. In houses heated by furnace or the warm air 
system Miss Stewart recommends the use of a wooden 
bench open at each end and which may be fastened 
over the register. Under the bench and above the hot 
air register, may be attached a series of narrow metal 
vessels held together by metal bars. These vessels 
filled with water allow evaporation enough to counter- 
act the dryness of the air in the room.

THE KELSEY WARM AIR GENERATOR. 








Heating engineers contend that health is the chief 
consideration in the heating of any home or building, 
and so it would seem that the prime requisite in heat- 
ing any house is not merely to keep the rooms at a 
pleasant warmth, but. to allow also of a thorough 
ventilation at all times.

It is said the efficiency of the Kelsey Gen- 
erator is due mainly to the long, hollow tubes for sec- 
tions with zig-zag sides through which most of the 
air passes in being heated. Each generator has from 
eight to sixteen tubes, according to the size and capac- 
ity, which are placed upright on end in the generator, 
around and on the “lower deck” and just above the 
grate surface. The average length of all tubes is 
thirty-six inches, while the average weight is about 
seventy pounds. Each tube has about eight square 
feet of heating surface. The zig-zag corrugations 
give the heat tubes peculiar advantages, it is claimed. 
The corrugations are on the inside of the tubes, as 
well as the outside, and cause the air in passing 
through to deflect from a straight course, thereby 
bringing more of the air particles into contact with 
the heated surfaces. The tubes overlap each other 
at the back, confining the fire within but at the top 
between the tubes there is six inches of space through 
which the products of combustion pass to the draft 
chamber and then down around the backs of the tubes 
to the indirect draft opening. 

It is further claimed that there is no fuel wasted 
in the cellar or lost up the chimney, and that there is 
an average of sixty-one square feet of heating surface 
to one of grate surface.

PATTERNS FOR RECTANGLE TO ROUND 
CHIMNEY BASE.

Replying to the inquiry of a subscriber for a Smoke 
Stack Base that is 30 by 42 with a 20-inch stack; the 
accompanying drawing can be applied in laying out the 
stack for base to any size, no matter what the measure- 
ments may be of either the square part or the round 
part. 

The plan is all that is necessary to draw, shown by

A-C-D-E, and then from the center X describe the 
circle to the proper diameter.

then pick line O-2’ and using A and E as centers—cross 
ares in point 2. Continue in this way until points 4 are

A FEW FRANK REMARKS ABOUT CREDIT. 





Commercial transactions in general are nearly all 
done on credit—in fact credit is a positive necessity 
in a large percentage of business dealings. The smaller 
class of merchants often regard the credit manager as 
an enemy whereas he is and should be regarded as a 
friend and guide. In the following article which ap- 
peared in Trade, by Mr. P. W. Wilicki, credit manager 
for Butler Bros., St. Louis, Mo., some interesting 
points in connection with the retail merchant and his 
dealings with credit managers are brought forth. 

The credit man is your friend. 

If you will thoroughly recognize this fact and fash- 
ion your business policy accordingly, your prosperity 
will be increased greatly. 

In order that the confidence between the credit man 
and his customers may be mutual, it is desirable that 
each know all essential facts about the other. Every 
man in charge of credits would like to meet all the 
customers personally. In a large-business like that of 
Butler Brothers, however, such is impossible. The 
acquaintance, then, must come by other means. This 
makes it essential that an altogether frank and open 
policy be adopted both by the credit department and 
the customer. 

When a wholesale house gives a man charge of its 
credit department it is a sign that the house regards 
him as having the highest standard of business ethics. 
This is essential, for in the hands of this credit man- 
ager and his assistants is placed the patronage of the 
house. The credit man, then, must deal with absolute 
fairness and impartiality. His customers’ interests are 
as sacred to him as those of the house. 

He can best serve the customer, though, when he 
knows all necessary facts about him. The merchant 
whose standing is not established in the commercial 
reports or otherwise should co-operate with the credit 
man by sending such facts with his first order. This 
report should include a synopsis of his business affairs, 
namely: the approximate of merchandise in stock, 
amount of money in the bank, the amount owing for 
merchandise, the name of his bank, the names of the 
principal jobbers from whom he buys. 

This information is regarded as sacredly confiden- 
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tial. It is kept in private files for the use of the credit 
men only. 

If it is found necessary to write the customer about 
his financial affairs, a prompt answer to all the qu-s- 
tions will greatly help the customer’s standing with :); 
house. A request for information of this kind is 1 ot 
at all a reflection on the merchant. It is a great m s- 
take to regard it as such, for sentimental reasons or 
otherwise. 

It is always well to remember that the credit man is 
obligated to his house to ship your order if it is at «|| 
possible. It always is with the idea of shipping you 
goods that he asks for information. Why not, there- 
fore, take him entirely into your confidence? This wi! 
place him in a position where he can extend to you ll 
the favors the condition of your business warrants. 

It has been said that comparatively a small percen- 
tage of the merchants starting in business attain com. 
plete success. The writer contends that there is no 
good reason why a man starting in business right way 
should not succeed, provided he is willing to benefit by 
the experience of others. This applies particularly 
to the merchant benefiting by the advice and aid of the 
credit man. Problems similar to yours may have come 
before the credit man a thousand times. Why not take 
advantage of the help he can extend just as well as 
not? 

The credit manager is interested in your welfare. 
He wants you to win. If you prosper, his house will 
prosper. If your business is successful, you will buy 
more goods and pay for them promptly. His interest 
in you is not altogether altruistic, you see. Have you 
ever stopped to think, when asked for a part payment 
on an order, that your best interests were being con 
sidered? Has it occurred to you that the credit man 
was actually favoring you by refusing to allow your 
account to grow beyond a safe limit? 

A credit man is obliged to collect for the goeds he 
sends out. The success of his house depends very 
iargely on the receipts at maturity equating the daily 
sales. Should a merchant find it impossible to meet 
his bills at maturity he should write the house at once, 
viving a full statement of the case. Under such con- 
ditions, it is more than likely that accommodation wil! 
be cheerfully extended. 

A merchant should not permit his bills to run long 
overdue without explaining conditions to the credit de- 
partment. Silence at such a time often leads to wrong 
impressions. There may arise questions as to whether 
the merchant is conducting his business with success 
These equations sometimes impair the merchant’: 
credit standing with the house. They not infrequentl) 
cause claims to be sent out for collections when suc! 
action would not be regarded as at all necessary if a! 
angles of the case were known. 

Confidence—this is what is needed. 

Confide in the credit man. Give him a chance to e» 
tend to you the help that you need. This help is es 
pecially welcome when you are in trouble. The cred: 
man has the interests of his house as well as your i! 
terests to look after. So you may be sure he will gi\ 
you a square deal according to the light he has. 

And if he makes a mistake—everybody worth an) 
thing makes a mistake now and then—the thing to d 
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‘o call it to his attention. If he has sized you up 
justly, tell him the straight of the thing promptly. 
\.u always will find him ready to do the fair thing, 
‘-e he has been set right.

At one time the testimonial idea was the main- 
spring of advertising. Most copy consisted of testi- 
ionials to the merit of the article sold by the adver- 
iser. But the idea became overworked and fell to 
me extent into disrepute, says Hardware and 
letal. 

The testimonial ad is now coming to the front again, 
ut in a new form. We find indirect testimonials in 
every newspaper or magazine that we may pick up. 
\ picture of a pretty cottage with vine-covered 
porch; young husband striding off to business; pretty 
vife in doorway, waving hand and calling after him 
in 48-point type) not to forget to bring back a box 
'f Tostpoasties. A man entering his house from the 


wintry outside; coat covered with snow; feeling the 
welcome of home, he utters a heartfelt vote of thanks 
to himself for his foresight in putting in a —— fur- 
nace; ali told in a graphic specimen of the advertising 
artist’s work. 

And there can be no doubt on the score of the 
potency of the indirect testimonial advertisement. The 
pill of fact is coated with the sugar of narrative. Per- 
haps the whole story of the merit of a certain article 
is told in a picture which the reader can take in at a 
glance. 

All of which leads up to the fact that the testi- 
monial idea can be worked to splendid advantage by 
the retailer, not only in his advertising but in many 
other ways as well. Nothing is more conclusive to 
the mind of the average person than the fact that 
some neighbor or acquaintance has owned and found 
satisfaction from the article under consideration. 
3ring out a statement of this kind at the tail end of a 
sales talk and the deal is as good as closed. The proof 
of the pudding is in the eating and inasmuch as people 
cannot judge an article by personal use, they are 
prone to allow themselves to be guided by the experi- 
ences of others. 

Many hardware dealers have tested out the testi- 
monial plan and found it highly effective. A favorite 
scheme is to issue either a circular or a booklet con- 
taining signed testimonials from customers who have 
bought a certain article. It has been found that the 
circulation of this matter invariably brings good re- 
sults. This plan is followed largely to advertise 
stoves. 

Some dealers make it a practice to ask customers, 
who have expressed satisfaction with stoves bought 
from them, for permission to refer prospective cus- 
tomers to them. When permission is granted—and it 
is seldom refused—the dealer finds that he has a most 
effective weapon at his disposal. A personal testi- 
monial from a satisfied customer is guaranteed to re- 
sult in a sale nine cases out of ten.

Weekly Trade and Market Report 


Trade Tendencies Up to Going to Press Compiled From Reliable Sources 





STEEL. 

Instead of closing one day for holiday this week, 
many steel companies closed three days. It has been 
some time since this was necessary. They do not wish 
to throw their entire force into idleness and would 
rather reduce the numbers of turns and run four or 
tive days of the week. The past week has brought no 
spportant developments in the steel market. Mills 
<re running at two-thirds capacity while new orders 
are arriving at a rate of less than one-third of ca- 
pacity. 

Some concern is being caused by the aggressiveness 
of foreign makers which is increasing. In contrast 
with the rapidity with which steel prices have dropped 
off the recession in prices is slow. Operations have 
already dropped to a 60 per cent rate which is close 
to the minimum. 

When new business shows up, buyers and sellers 
are finding dickering ground at prices from $3 to $5 
less per ton than the basis of contract before the be- 
ginning of the decline. Bars have sold at $1.25 to 
$1.30 while structural shapes have sold at $1.25 and 
Pittsburgh plates at $1.20 to $1.25. So far this month 
prices have not been falling as fast as they did during 
October. This may be due to their coming close to 
the bottom, but it is generally agreed that there has 
not been incentive enough to cut, since very few im- 
portant orders have been offered. The market there- 
fore may be a fictitious one. Nevertheless the gen- 
uine test is yet to come. ‘It is claimed that steel mills 
are ready for the test and would welcome it, the 
sooner the better. Critical judges assert that if buy- 
ers could be furnished with the guarantee that prices 
are at bottom they would promptly begin buying. 
However the majority of observers feel that it will 
be some time before a final improvement arrives. Be- 
fore the close of the year, though, there may be a 
sma!l improvement. 

During the week only 7,600 tons of general struc- 
tural material and 1,700 tons for railroads were 
placed. Railroads continue to hold off on rail orders 
fo. I914.

However, wages and the cost of steel regulate 4 
difference of $4.00 a ton. $1.50 a ton is figured as; 
the general wage advance made early in 1912. Mills 
were cbtaining sheet bars at $19.00 at the former low 
point sheets, while recent markets are quoted at $21.50. 
or $2.50 higher. This makes a total difference oi 
$4.00. Sheets, then, are relatively a dollar a ton lowe:

Rogers, Brown & Company's market report, Novem- 
ber 29, 1913: 

While the pig iron market during the week has been dull 
in all portions of the country, it has been marked locally by 
a slight increase in sales and better inquiry—the latter ap- 
parently of a genuine nature. The most encouraging fea- 
ture is the demand for shipment of iron on contracts, This 
is going ahead steadily, and stocks of iron on furnace and 
consumers’ yards are at the lowest point known in years. 

It has been intimated that consumption is now proceeding 
at a greater rate than productive capacity of the furnaces 
now in blast, and as the majority of the furnaces are well 
sold up for the immediate future and shipments consuming 
current make, it appears that it should be but a short time 
before an acute stage of reaction is reached. 

This condition of low stocks is one of the strongest fac- 
tors in the market prospect, and in case of renewed interest 
in buying or a turn toward the better, would be of great 
and immediate import. 

Most furnaces are determined not to make iron at a loss 
and they strongly prefer to blow out rather than carry on 
sales at less than cost. A few inquiries which are interest- 
ing and which may be more or less in the nature of market 
testers are out. A number of plants are operating on pres- 
ent selling basis and manufacturing pig iron which costs 
more than the current selling price, and this will but add 
to the tendency to discontinue operation on the slightest 
provocation. 

In the face of the low prices prevailing and the general 
apathy of the iron and steel market, the recent concerted 
action of 52 railroads in the Central West petitioning the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to increase their freight 
rates on approximate average of 5 per cent, has a great deal 
of interest and significance. 

A good tonnage of railroad inquiry is evident, this prob 
ably being as large as at any time in the past two years. Bid- 
ding is going on and it has been estimated that there are 
inquiries in the market for some 600,000 tons of rails and 
about 60,000 cars, but few of these have been made public. 
The railroads still conducting financing operations and not 
willing to commit themselves in case of the failure or par- 
tial failure of their financial negotiations. 

Coke is at lowest possible ebb as regards production. Only 
once before this year has production in the Connellsville 
field fallen below that recorded for last week. Shipments 
are proceeding steadily but the market is quiet and sales have 
been consummated at lower figures than prevailed two weeks 
ago. Little effort is being made to name prices on busi- 
ness for next year and the contracting end is extremely quiet. 
On contract business the price is much stronger with advanc- 
ing tendency, whereas the spot market is weak. 


Matthew Addy & Company’s market report, Novem- 
ber 29, 1913: 


Pig iron prices are very low, but pig iron buyers are 
very timid. They are buying only what they immediately 
need. They all want to buy at the bottom, but they are 
not yet sure about the bottom. This is the only thing 
that holds back the biggest kind of a buying movement. 
Consumers must know that pig iron is cheap and that but 
little iron has yet been bought for next year. Ordinarily 
by the end of October three-fourths of the iron that will 
be needed during the first half of the year is under con- 
tract, but this is not now the case. Only a trifling quan- 
tity of iron has been purchased for forward shipment. 
Melters are waiting. They have been reading the gloomy 
reports in the papers and they have been talking learnedly 
of ihe tariff, the currency bill, railroad refinancing and the 
impossible Mexican situation. They are wondering if each 
one of these powerful influences will not put pig iron down 
another dollar or two a ton. They have been talking of 
nearly everything except business, hence the quiet market.
